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THE CAUSE OF “SAND SPOUTS.” 


Some discussion arose in the Neva- 
da papers last summer over the cause 
of “sand spouts,” phenomena often 
witnessed in this region during warm 
weather, and various theories were 
ventilated. The Scientific American 
offers the following explanation: 
Sand and water spouts are formed 
when the air rises Upward and assumes 
a a rotatiye movement. It then draws 
upward the bodies or liquids over 
which it rises, and moves forward, re- 
taining its longitudinal axis. As 
these spouts always appear simulta- 
neously with thunder storms, they 
have been attributed to the action of 
electricity. But as whirlwinds are of- 
ten produced, for instance above fires 
or, on a small scale, at almost every 
street corner on a windy day, without 
the cooperation of electricity, it will 
‘be safe to say that electricity is gene- 
rated by the action of the whirling and 
rising air. 

Dr. Th. Reye has shown, by carefal 
calculations, that an unstable equilib- 
rium necessary to the formation of 
spouts or whirlwinds exists only when 
the decrease in temperature is 3°42° 
C. (6°16°F.) for every 320 feet of ver - 
ticai distance. In this case the as- 
cending column of air being consider- 
ably lighter than the air into which it 
passes, the air ascends with great 
rapidity. 

if the ascending air passes into a 
layer of air that is so cold as to con- 
dense its moisture, the heat will be 
liberated, and that will expand the as- 
cending air. The unstable equilibri- 
um also causes the upper layers of air 
to sink into the lower layers; in this 
case descending spouts are produced. 

Generally the air that into 
the column of rarified air from the 
side produces the rotative movement. 
The condensation of the vapors pro- 
duces rain, and a sudden contact with 
cold air may produce snow or hail, all 
accompanying the spouts.”

' THE ELECTRIC LIGHTS, 


The electric light seems likely to do 
away with illuminating gas. The 
Brush Electric Light Co. now light 
three-quarters of a mile of Breadway 
with fifteen lamps, and the light is 
pronounced much ‘preferable to gas? 
It is cheaper, costing only 21¢ cents 
per hour for a light of 2,000 candle 
power. Wabash, Indiana, a place of 
10,000 inhabitants, has four big lights 
of 3,000 candle power each. They are 
fixed on the Court IIouse dome, and 
illuminate every corner of the town. 
The Brush light is for the illumina- 
tion of streets and public places. Ed- 
ison has for a long time past been try- 
ing to successfully subdivide the‘elec- 
tric light so as to make it practicable 
for household purposes. 

On the same evening that Broad- 
way for the first time lighted by the 
lamps of the Brush Co., Edison made 
a display of his new light at Menlo 
Park. It was pronounced a complete 
success. Through seven and a half 
miles of wire a single current was kept 
flowing, giving illuminating power to 
800 lamps. The light was steady, and 
mellow, with a slight tinge of yellow 
to relieve its brightness. It was stat- 
ed that the cost to consumers of the 
light would not be more than $I 50 
for 3,000 candles of light,as against 
$2 25 now paid in New York for gas, 
while it might be even less. Two 
new electric light companies have just 
been formed in New York. :

SusaNVILLE, Dec. 28.

moded, as the bulk of their groceries 
was in Reno, where. it remains. We 
are out of sugar, coffee and coal oil; 
the latter article being almost gone.

There have been over 
400,000 pounds of freight hauled in 
here this season.
